Caught In Fly Wheel. 


Caught in the fly wheel of a gasoline en- 


gine, John Hinkle, of Latimore township, 
was probably saved from a horrible death 
by the prompt action of his father-in-law, 
Lewis Bushey, who happened to arrive, at 
the place at the critical time. Mr. Hinkle, 
who lives near Latimore, was operating an 
engine and in leaning over the fly wheel 
his sleeve caught on the set screw and he 
was whirled rapidly around. His body 
coming in contact with a sharp corner of 
the machine which cut into the muscles of 
his right shoulder, going deeper with every 
revolution, and when Mr. Bushey arrived 
and stopped the engine the flesh was 
ground off the bone. The accident occur- 
red late on Friday afternoon. Dr. Cash- 
man, of York Springs, was summoned and 
gave preliminary treatment. He realized 
the seriousness of the injury and advised 
the removal of the patient to the Carlisle 
hospital, which was done on Friday even- 
ing. Advices from the hospital are that 
Mr. Hinkle was doing as weU as might be 
expected, but that physicians fear he will 
loose the entire use of his right arm. 


Fortunate Escape. 


To fall a distance of about 20 feet amid 


a carload of shale and escape with but 
very slight injuries was the good fortune 
of George Moul, an employee at the Al- 
wine brick plant, at Berlin Junction, on 
Friday. Mr. Moul was at work on a plat- 
form and when a carload of shale was 
drawn up from the quarry and dumped on 
the platform the latter gave way and Mr. 
Moul and the shale fell to the ground be- 
low, a distance of more than 20 feet, he 
escaping with a few scratches about the 
head. 


Nail Pierced Hand. 


Leo J. Staub, mechanical engineer about 


the brick plant, while making repairs to 
the platform,following the above accident, 
had a board with protruding nail fall on 
his right hand, the extending nail pene- 
trating the fleshy part of the hand at the 
base of the thumb, to the depth of % of 
an inch, malj^ng a painful wound. A local 
physician gave necessary attention. 


Park Restaurant Burned. 


Sparks from burning leaves set fire to 


the restaurant building of the Hanover 
and McSherrystown Street Railway com- 
pany in Eichelberger Park, at Hanover, on 
Thursday afternoon aud the entire struc- 
ture, with its contents, was burned to the 
ground, causing a loss of 81,200. All the 
benches, chairs, tables, soda fountain, lot 
electric bulbs, etc., were destroyed. 
The 


building was the property of the Railway 
company, while the contents belonged to 
Manager E. M. Grumbine. The coats of 
both Manager Grumbine and his father, 
Win. Grumbine, which were in the build- 
ing, were burned. There was $8 in cur- 
rency in one of the pockets of the latter's 
coat.

Resent Harry Pittenturf, of North Peters 


street, was relieved of his highly-prized 
watch, at Harrisburg on Tuesday night.

Heavy Rain Storms. 


One of the most dashing rain storms that 


has visited this section in a long while, oc- 
curred on Friday afternoon. The storm 
did considerable damage in the way of 
washing newly cultivated gardens, fields, 
etc. A rush of water struck the home of 
Jas. A. Lawrence, located on the Jenkins 
hill at Irishtown, and carried away about 
three-fourths of the gable end foundation 
wall, and filled the cellar with water. The 
storm, which covered a large portion of the 
county, was accompanied by much hail 
but no damage is reported from this. 


The storm did damage in York county 


amounting to thousands of dollars. 
The 


most havoc was wrought in Jackson town- 
ship, north-eastern part of North Codorus 
and the southern part of West Manchester 
and Manchester township. In this area 
five barns were blown down, eleven stables 
unroofed, thirteen others damaged, giirage 
and blacksmith shops wrecked, a roof rip- 
ped off a house and a Western Maryland 
freight depot at Nashville partly demol- 
ished. An idea of the great velocity of 
the wind is gained by the report that six- 
box cars, used at the Thomasville Stone 
and Lime company's plant as lodging 
housr«, were picked up by the gale and 
laid on their sides. Four frame shacks at 
the same plant were almost irreparably 
damaged. 
On the John Martin farm the 


frame work of a large bank barn was pick- 
ed up and carried away by the gale, leav- 
ing only the straw and unsheltered cattle 
on the site of the structure. The cattle 
were uninjured. A hen-house at the home 
of Luther Witman, at Thomasville. was 
carried a distance of 300 feet. A lawn 
swing weighing probably 100 pounds, in 
the yard at the home of William Hoover, 
at Thomasville, was carried over the fence 
and lodged across the pike, a distance of 
40 feet. Adam Hoffman, of York New 
Salem, is in a critical condition from injur- 
ies sustained when a covered wagon in 
which he was riding was caught by a gale 
and overturned. An artery in his left arm 
was'severed. Hundreds of trees were up- 
rooted by the wind. The hail, which was 
as large as marbles, damaged fruit trees. 
Little damage was reported East of York. 
The storm was spread over a width of 
about 4 miles. 


$200 Burned in Blaze. 


Flames which destroyed the dwelling 


house of Jacob Kauffman, between Cold 
Springs, Hamiltonban township, and the 
White Pine sanatorium, burned up, also, 
about $200 in inonijy and all tlio furniture 
and clothing of the family, in the house, 
and damaged 50 acres of forest timber 
round about. 
Mrs. Kauffman discovered 


the fire, in the afternoon about 3 o'clock. 
She was alone in the house, a story and a 
half frame structure. When she opened 
the door leading to the upper part of the 
house a body of flame burst. She did all 
that she could to save some of the furni- 
ture but she could not accomplish much. 


At the time of the destruction of Mr. 


Kauffman's house, his brother, George H. 
Kauffman, was dying at his home at New 
Baltimore.

HOW TO TRANSFER PICTURES 


Solution of Common Soap, Water and 
Turpentine Is Employed—Apply 
With Brush or Finger. 


Printed pictures from magazines, 
newspapers, 
folders, 
etc., 
may 
be 
transferred to paper, cloth, cardboard, 
glass or china with the following solu­ 
tion: 
One bar of common soap is dissolved 
in a gallon of hot water, to which one- 
half pint of turpentine is added. After 
it has stood for a night, stir well and 
bottle. The solution is applied to the 
print with a soft brush or one's fin­ 
gers, and the material to which it is to 
be transferred is placed upside down 
on it. 
The back of the material is 
then rubbed and the design is tran» 
ferred. 
A picture may be transferred to 
glass for tho purpose of a lantern 
‘slide. In such a case the glass muni 
be varnished with a perfectly trans­ 
parent varnish before transferring»; 
then proceed as before. Pictures aro 
transferred to china in the same wav.

change In the appearance of the brass 
and wood work, which is now immac- 
ulately polished and scraped in an ef- 
fort to kill time.

From the clinkers of the furnace

It 
hovers for a moment over the light- 
house, drops several miniature bombs 
and makes Its escape while the guns 
go off automatically and bombard the 
enemy craft with missiles.

After hearing of these performances 


a correspondent and some friends vis- 
ited the German encampment. 
Land- 


ing at the navy yard, they passed the 
huge drydocks In which ships of tre- 
mendous tonnage looked like pygmies, 
and soon their attention was called to 
a sturdy, high bow ship, flying the 
fisheries flag. Her sides looked of 
enormous strength, being rounded 
away from a sharp bow in an unusual 
Jray. This was the famous Roosevelt, 
Peary's arctic ship, now In govern- 
ment employment to protect the seal 
fisheries. 
-One of the most Interesting sights 


at Norfolk Is the model village built 
by the German sailors. 


At first sight the village resembled 


an arid waste of slag heaps, with piles 
of condemned material scattered all 
over, cinders, beaten earth and rub- 
blab everywhere—not a tree, not a 
spear of grass, the acme of desolation. 
As they advanced they saw a pygmy 
village built in close formation—curi- 
ous little houses In miniature yards, 
carved ^nd painted In fantastic ways. 
This is the village the Interned sailors 
are building out of-waste material. 


Before visiting it they went aboard 


the Eitel Friedrich, whi'-h is tied up 
At the dock and on which the sailors 
of both cruisers are now living. 


As they were leaving the boat Cap- 


tain Thierfelder of the Kronprinz Wit- 
helm joined them and escorted them 
to tbe village. 
Everything was found

Prune Puff,—Take a cupful of prunes 
soaked and cooked until tender, add 
a teaspoonful of lomon juice, a cup­ 
ful of flour, five tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, a half teaspoonful of salt, two 
tablespoonfuls of melted butter, two 
t^aspoonfuls of baking powder and one 
qgg and a third of a cupful of milk.

Tho racial damage which has boon 
done to the people of Europe by tho 
killing and maiming of the higher type 
of manhood was discussod recently 
by Maj. Leonard Darwin, a son of 
Charles Darwin, the naturalist, at a 
meeting of tho Royal Statistical so­ 
ciety in London, observes the New 
York Sun. 
In tho course of his paper on MTho 
Statistical Inquiries Needed After the 
War in Connection With Eugenics,*1 
Major Darwin stated that tho British 
casualties might bo about GVfc por cent 
of all tho fighting men available. 
Major Darwin stated that unques­ 
tionably tho war was killing off tho 
better types of men. 
He pointed out 
that the active causes of the racial 
damage would not ceaso with the war, 
because the birth rates of tho higher 
types would continue to be adversely 
affected. 
Only those born in tho last 
eighteen years would be entirely uu- 
damaged by the war, he said, and it 
would bo increasingly necessary dur­ 
ing the next twenty years to empha­ 
size the fact that in cases where both 
parents are fairly-healthy it is unpa­ 
triotic and- immoral to limit tho sizo 
of the family, except in view of bring­ 
ing the children up in comfort. 
He stated that the racial damage 
would be at its worst when peace was 
declared. The checking of the mult) 
plication of the unfit would nover be 
more needed than then, he added. 
Prof. Arthur Keith, conservator of 
the museum and Hunterian professor 
of the Royal College of Surgeons, 
wThen interviewed on tho subject at 
the Royal College of Surgeons by a 
representative of the Pall Mall Ga­ 
zette, said he was not aware of the 
existence of any statistics which went 
to show that tho stature of the French 
nation diminished after tho Napoleon­ 
ic wars. 
“The question is: 
Are wo losing 
our best men? There is no doubt wo 
are losing our bravest men. The men 
of the highest physical courage, of tho 
highest patriotism, have volunteered, 
but have these men left children be­ 
hind? 
If they have, and, of course, 
we know they have, then the nation 
cannot bo affected as a whole. 
“It should bo remembered that our 
males up to the ago of eighteen re­ 
main untouched and that part of tho 
population cannot be injured. 
. . 
. 
“There is another point to consider. 
The men who are most eminently fit­ 
ted for our modern civilization—for 
our industrial civilization—aj*Q not the 
bravest men of the nation at all. The 
extremely brave man is of no uso in in­ 
dustrial life. 
It is nonsense to talk 
about war being tho cause of tho catas­ 
trophe of eliminating tho best men. 
“Warfare goes on in tho industrial 
world, but the warfare of the indus­ 
trial worlg is waged by competition, 
not bravery. 
In the one case it is 
physical courage, bravery, that counts; 
in the othor versatility and brains."

Park Restaurant Burned. 
Sparks from burning leaves set fire to 
the restaurant building of the Hanover 
and McSherrystown Street Railway com­ 
pany in Eichelberger Park, at Hanover, on 
Thursday afternoon and the entire struc­ 
ture, with its contents, was burned to the 
ground, causing a loss of SI,200. All the 
benches, chairs, tables, soda fountain, lot 
electric bulbs, etc., were destroyed. The 
building was the property of the Railway 
company, while the contents belonged to 
Manager E. M. Grumbine. The coats of 
both Manager Grumbine and his father, 
Win. Grumbine, which were in the build­ 
ing, were burned. There was $8 in cur­ 
rency in one of the pockets of the latter’s 
coat. 


The stortn did damage in York county 
amounting to thousands of dollars. 
Tho 
most havoc was wrought in Jackson town­ 
ship, north-eastern part of North Codorus 
and the southern part of West Manchester 
and Manchester township. In this area 
five barns wcrc blown down, eleven stables 
unroofed, thirteen others damaged, garage 
and blacksmith shops wrecked, a roof rip­ 
ped off a house and a Western Maryland 
freight depot at Nashville partly demol­ 
ished, An idea of the groat velocity of 
the wind is gained by the report that six 
box cars, used at the Thomasvillc Stone 
and Lime company’s plant as lodging 
houses, were picked up by the gale and 
laid on their sides. Four frame shacks at 
the same plant were almost irreparably 
damaged. On the John Martin farm the 
frame work of a large bank barn was pick­ 
ed up and carried away by the gale, leav­ 
ing only the straw and unsheltered cattle 
on the site of the structure. The cattle 
were uninjured. A hen-house at the home 
of Luther Witman, at Thomasvillc, was 
carried a distance of 300 feet. A lawn 
swing weighing probably 100 pounds, in 
the yard at the home of William Hoover, 
afc Thomasvillc, was carried over the fence 
and lodged across the pike, a distance of 
40 feet. Adam Hoffman, of York New 
Salem, is in a critical condition from injur­ 
ies sustained when a covered’ wagon in 
which he was riding was caught by a gale 
and overturned. 
An artery in his left arm 
was*severed. Hundreds of trees were up­ 
rooted by the wind. 
The hail, which was 
as large as marbles, damaged fruit trees. 
Little damage was reported East of York. 
The storm was spread over a width of 
about 4 miles.

cups supplied to each patient are punched with the number assigned, then 
it they are found scattered about the grounds or cottages there is no difficulty 
In detecting who has '«een guilty of carelessness. 
People who are not familiar with sanatorium life often think that the 
uuinfected are endangering their health by working about or even visiting 
a tuberculosis sanatorium. 
Such is not the case; owing to tho care which 
the patients are required to take and the training which they receive iu 
observing habits of personal hygiene, in the opinion of Commissioner of 
Health Samuel G. Dixon, there is far less danger of contracting the diseaso 
at a Sanatorium than there would be in an ordinary department store. There 
is no record of any nurses or physicians employed at the State Sanatoria 
having ever contracted tuberculosis.
